sponsibility Law becomes ef- 
fective on Oct. 1. 

Mr. Larson, who is adminis- 
trator of the law, explained its 
most important provisions and 
how they strongly differ from 
those of the present law, in a 
radio address that was heard 
throughout the State. It was the 
first complete public explana- 
tion of the new law since its en- 
actment by the Legislature last 
June, R 

Key points made by Mr. Lar- 
son were these: 

1. The owner or operator of 
every motor vehicle involved in 
an accident resulting in the 
death or injury of a person, or 
property damage totaling $50, 
must furnish proof of ability to 
meet damage claims up to $25,- 
000 within 30 days after a re- 
port of the accident is received 
from the Department of Public 
Safety. The maximum proof re- 
quired under the present daw 
which expires on Oct: 1, is only 
$11,000. 

2. Failure to furnish such 
proof, or a release from liability 
or court verdict of non-liability, 
will result in suspension of 
both driving license and regis- 
tration plates of defaulting mo- 
torists. The present law pro- 
vides for suspension of i 
driving license. 

3. Motorists electing to carry 
insurance, which automatically 
exempts them form the penal- 
ties of this law, must more than 
double the amount of coverage 
they now carry. 

4. Uninsured motorists who] 
are involved in an accident un- 
der the new law must, regard- 
less of fault and even though 
they pay for the damage al-| 
ready done, furnish proof of 
future financial responsibility tn 
the amount of $25,000 and mains 
tain it for three years. The pen- 
alty for failure to do so is sus- 
pension of both license and reg- 
istration. 

Explaining each of those 
points in some detail, Mr. Lar-

you fail to comply with the Se- 
curity. requirements of the new 
law, you will be off the road as 
owner and operator until you 
do comply.” 

Pointing out that carrying in- 
surance is elective and not com- 
pulsory, Mr. Larson called at- 
tention to the fact that present 
policies which provide the min- 
imum coverage of only $5,000 
for death or injury or one per- 
son, $10,000 for death or in- 
jury of two or more persons in 
any one accident, and $1,000 for 
property damage, will be inade- 
quate beginning Oct, 1 and thus 
provide no protection against 
the suspension penalties of the 
new Financial Responsibility 
Law. 

Under the new law, Mr. Lar- 
son emphasized, the ‘minimum 
coverage required of those who 
elect insurance as the means 
of furnishing ptoof of financial 
responsibility is $10,000 for 
death or injury of one person, 
$20,000 for death or injury of 
two or more persons in any one 
accident, and $5,000 for proper- 
ty damage. While again empha- 
sizing that no one is required 
to carry insurance, he suggest- 
ed to those who do that they 
consult their insurance agent or 
company to be sure that they 
have the right amounts of cover- 
age-to exempt them from the 
new law. 

Mr. Larson described as “very 
important" the section of the 
new law that calls for future 
proof of finaricial responsibility 
in the case of uninsured motor- 
ists who are involved in acci- 
dents under the new statute. 
Such proof may be furnished, 
he explained, either in the form 
of an automobile liability in- 
surance policy providing cover- 
age in the minimum amounts 
previously explained, totaling 
$25,000, by posting a surety 
company bond for $25,000, or 
by depositing with the State 
Treasurer $25,000 in collateral.
